The resolution, admittedly fiery in its wording, was introduced by 


Gushing. 
It condemned in the strongest language the hasty action of 


the people of Hazen and placed the>stamp of disapproval of the State 
of Nevada upon the deed.

Smaill of Churchill, took up the-fight to defeat the resolution and it 


is through his efforts that It was voted down. 
Even a motion to pass 


the resolution to print was killed. 


Smaill conducted a clever fight for his side of the case. 
"By no means is the action of today to be taken that we mean to 


approve lynching," said an Assemblyman today. 
"We believe lynching 


should be condemned, yet we do not believe that the people of Haxen 
should be censured for an act that any community would be guilty of. 
I voted against the censure and I will do *o again." 


Outside of this resolution only a few measures of minor importance 


were acted upon in either house.

The inauguration of President Theo- 


dore Roosevelt was made a festal cere- 
mony in Washington. 
The city is a 


symphony In color. A bla*e of deco- 
rations greet* the eye at every turn. 
From every staff the national ensign 
breaks to the gentle breese; 
great 


buildings are enfolded in the soft em- 
brace of the stars and stripes and en- 
tire blocks are a mass of patriotic 
colors. 


MANY FI*AQ8 FLOATING 


Above the white dome of the oapltol 


float immense American flags and from 
the topmost point 
of the 
graceful 


granite shaft erected In memory of 
the President springs a single Ameri- 
can "emblem—a vivid splash of red, 
white and blue against the sky. 


Twice as many flags have been used 


this year by the Inaugural committee 
as ever were used before and the 
splendor of the scheme adopted for the 
city's adornment never has been sur- 
passed. 


The President was soon to leave the 


White House for the capftol, so that 
his official home was the scene of an 
early interest. 
The streets and side- 


walks In the vicinity of the mansion 
afforded scarcely jostling space and the 
police kept the way clear.

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HUNTING FOR THE BONES OF JOHN PAUL JONES 
T 


HE Jones' are a numerous family and the chancea are 


the average schoolgirl or boy. If asked concerning the 


life or deeds of John Paul Jones, would be lost In a maze 
of doubt as to whether Sam Jones, Chairman Jones, Artist 
Jones, or Jones "who pays the freight." were In question. 


Since 1792 the bones of John Paul Jones have reposed 


peacefully In a Paris cemetery. 


In life he was a fighting man "from away back" of 


whom his own Bailors stood In dread, and to whom a good 
sea tight was—in the language of one of Dlcken's charac- 
ters—"meat and drink. If 'twant lodglnV 


He was a Scotchman by birth, but a cosmopolitan In 


the bestowal of his services wherever hot fighting could 
be reckoned on. 


He was of a slightly piratical turn of mind and probab- 


ly had as many prizes to his credit aa any man who sailed 
the seas. Captain Kldd not excepted. 


As an American officer he kept England and Scotland 


In constant alarm. He seized English forts, burned their 
shipping, and at one time endeavored to kidnap a Scottish 
nobleman from the shire In which he himself was born, 
by which It will be seen that John Paul was not a patriot. 


When the American revolution was at an end Mr. 


Jones hied him to Russia, where,the great Catherine, who 
dearly loved a man of hla style, offered him many Induce- 
ments to remain. 


But France seemed to present a fairer field for warfare 


at that time and to France he went. 


There he died and was burled and an American con- 


gress is asked to make an appropriation of thirty-five 
.thousand dollars In these piping times of peace and pros- 
* perlty, for the resurrection of his bones and the Interment 


of the same In American soil. 


AmbossadoT Porter has cabled the state department 


from Paris that a shaft has been sunk to the depth oif 
seventeen feet, at which point rows of graves, one of which 
is supposed to contain the dust of the Interpld Scotchman 
have been sunk. . 


Drifting will be resorted to In order that the houses 


that have been built, over the ancient cemetery may not 
be disturbed, but the search will be a long one and In the 
language of John Paul himself has Just begun! 


President Roosevelt is much in favor of prosecuting the 


search to a, finish, and, If possible, making the natal day 
of John Paul a national holiday. 


The birthday of Washington and Lincoln are not mark- 


ed with any especial enthusiasm In the land of which they 
are said to be the father and the savior, but it may be dif- 
ferent with Mr. Jones, who was a seafaring man. 


Persons who toll will welcome another national holiday 


on the calendar, and therefore It Is to be hoped that Mr. 
Roosevelt's plans and Ambassador Porter's peculiar min- 
ing may be crowned with success. —Butte Miner.

Hamlln and Jostlna to the world's record at Independence, 
Iowa, on the famous kite track, and made the unbeaten 
mile In two minutes and thirteen seconds. 


It waa not until his years had long outnumbered forty 


that Mr. Hamlln established one of the largest stockfarms 
In the world at Bast Aurora. New York, covering one thou- 
sand acres and giving employment to more than one 
hundred men. 


Tet a man whos» pocketa were filled with news- 


paper clippings relating to the new theory cast himself 
from a street car In melancholy desperation having passed 
by a few months the alleged fatal milestone In life's Jour- 
ney I

States are not young men, and have long since left their 
fortieth birthday among the things that were.

yet all the lessons of life, nor do two-thirds of the politic- 
ians who are making history at the present time, despite 
the three-score years and ten to their credit, while Sarah 
Bernhardt, Ada Rehan, Mrs. Leslie Carter, Susan B. An- 
thony, et al. wave their hands in scorn at the German doc- 
tor and his notions.

standpoint of a producer, and taking 
into consideration the rapid Increase 
of court business, both present and 
prospective, we do not believe another 
judgeshlp would work such a hardship 
on the taxpayers as many seem to fear. 
The lawyers are a necessary element In 
society aa It la now conntltuted. 
As a 


rule they are generous and public-spir- 
ited. 
They are thrifty consumers and 


are doing their share to prevent over 
production and to keep the money of 
the country in active circulation. 


Many taxpayers, 
especially 
those 


who are not very liberal with the truth 
when being Interviewed by the Asses- 
sor are Inclined to view with alarm 
the size of a tax levy, but It 1« far but- 
ter for the taxpayers than to have low 
taxes, rigid economy, low prices, over- 
production and tough times In general. 


At the beginning of the war with 


Spain a prominent farmer of Truckee 
Meadows was greatly alarmed at the 
prospective cost of the war. 
He said, 


-We taxpayers will have to pay more 
taxes to help support this big army 
and navy. 
The markets had besn 


very- unsatisfactory for many farm 
products an» he expected to see very 
hard times. 
The war had Just the op- 


posite effect to what the farmer ex- 
pected; the price of his onions and po- 
tatoes were doubled and he came to the 
conclusion that It was much easier to 
pay high taxes when markets were 
brisk and prices good, than It was to 
pay low taxes when the country was 
suffering from rigid economy, over- 
production and demoralized markets. 


Of course the war was conducted 


largely on borrowed money, but under 
present economic conditions, an ex- 
pansion of liabilities Is necessary If 
we expect to have a continuation of 
gold standard prosperity. 


Taking everything Into consideration 


we believe the city and county will oe 
benefited by being bonded for public 
Improvement.

building the Virginia

across the Truckee river should also 
provide for 
building another
